- one inltance hereof throughout the wholeBible, O ye Tem- 
poriting Biſhops or Prietts, that deſpiſe my Name ; and ye ſay 
wherein have we deſpifed thy Name. Mal. 1. 6, 7. But ye have 
done 1t 1n deſpiting the Oath and Covenant, and forſaking, 
1/4: 58. 2. the Ordinance of your God, in Row. 13. Let 
every Soul be Subjett unto the Higher Powers, for there 75 no 
Power but of God, the Powers that be are ordained of God, 
Whoſoever therefore reſifteth the Power, reſiſteth the Ordivance 
of God, aid they that reſiſt, [hall recerve to themſelves Darr-- 
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wation. Which (if it 18 not fulfilled as to Temporal Puniſh- gy 
ment in this World) yet will be found true as to eternal 
Condemnation in the World to come. For Heaven and 
Earth ſhall pa away, but not one Jot or Tittle of the 
Goſpel ſhall fail until all be fulfilled. Submit yoxr ſelves t0 
every Ordinance of Man for the Lords ſake, whether it be un- 
to the Kino as Supream, er unto Governours, as unto them 114 
are ſent by him, for the Puniſhment of evil D cers, and for the 
Praile of them that do well, for ſo is the Will of God, that with 
well doing ye put to ſilence the Ignorance of foo!ijh Aer.

Although in their Preaching 
and Pra&tice, they have Apoſtatized, receded, and varied 
from it ; whereby in the Judgment of God, and of Un- 
der{tanding and uncorrupt Men, they manifeſt and diſco- 
ver themſelves to be Hypocrites or Deceivers ; from ſuch 
turn away, Now although there 1s not much heed to be 
given, nor Faith to-be had unto the nieer Determinations 
of any National Church or Aflemvly of Divines whatever. 
(He that hath an Ear, let him Hear what the Spirit ſaith ; bat 
not what ſuch a Church or Party ſay ; for herein allo it is 
fulfilled ; Let God be true, and every Man-a Lyar.) As one 
obſerves, 'Pro libitu Regis ſonnit ſententia Legs ; So to the 
eternal Shame of the Clergy, or thoſe of the Prietthood be 
it ſpoken ; They have all along, and would ſtill faſhion the 
Commandments and Truths of the moſt High God { which. 
in themſelves are immutable, and like unto their Author, 
without variableneſs or ſhadow of turning, and his Truth enda- 
reth unto ail Generations, Plal. _ 5. One aud the {ame) unta4 
4 :

the Will and Tichnations of the Rich and Mighty People, 
and to conform it unto the multitude and courſe of this 
evil World, Whereby again they ſhew themſelves to be 
Chiidren that are Corrnpters. Ha.1. 4. and therefore it 1s that 
they Preach one thing for Truth at this Day, and another 
and a aiffzrentthing from it tobe Truth at anpther Time. So 
that this precious Saying of God will not belong unto ſuch 3 
Open ye the Gates, that the righteous Nation which heepeth the

bur vary and turn alide from it. And then it being again 
written ; £»t though we or an Angel ou Heaven Preach a- 
ny other Goſpel to your, than that which we have preached unta 
yon, let him be Accurſed, As we ſaidbefore, ſo ſay I now again, 
1f any Man Preach any other Goſpel auto you than that ye have 
received, let him be Accurſed, So for my part (and thus it 
ſhould be in whatever is written and publiſhed) I will not. 
believe nor receive any thing for Truth, only becauſe it 1s 
the Doctrine of our Church, or only becauſe I find it fo in 
the thirty nine Arricies , 11 the Book of Romilies, or Com- 
mon Prayer ; But I will then only, and not until then, be- 
eve and receive it for Truth ; as I find it noted in the Scri- 
preres of Tinh, and as it 15 agrecable unto the Scriptures of 
Truth; as it /pcaks according to the Law and the Teſtimony, 
and according unto the Goſpel.

kim. Which ſame Oath of God, it- being confirmed with 
the Name of God, doth equally bind and oblige, if it be 
| ſworn unto an Heathen and Idolater ; as appears from E- 
\ "zekrel, 17. 13. where the Prophet of the Lord reproves the 

\ deſpiling of an Qath ſworn unto Nebachaanezar a ry” 
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Metnod, and as to ſich nughty Sinners, The Lord knowerth 
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And {o an Oath doth bind and oblige if it be {worn uits's 
Papitt, Jew or Mahometan : And yet notwithſtanding the 
Peopte of this Nation have done all theſe Things, contrary: 
to the Conimandment and Ordinance of God, and contrary 
to the Oath of God ; yer in purpoſe of Heart they are fur- 
ther off, and ſeem more unlikely to come to Repentance: 
than ever yet, becauſe of their preſent Proſperity arid -Im- 
punity in this Life. | 
" As to which, from our of the ſame Scriptures of Truth, 
confining my ſelf within my Committion, as a Scribe in- 
ſtrafted inthe Kingdom of God, and only from out of the 
Book of the Lord, I would fir xp their Pure minas by way 
of Remembrance, in direing it unto their Repreſentatives, 
what I intend unto all the People cf the Land theſe follow- 
ing Things to be. confidered of. Thus ſaith the Lord of 
Hoſts, Confider your ways. 

Suppoſe, and put the Caſe, That as when Ahab took away 
Naboth's Vineyard, he took away his Life alſo ; whereby it 
was rendred impoſſible for Naboth ever to have his Vine-= 
yard again: Yet nevertheleſs, the Sin of Ahab in ſo doing, 
was not leſs, but greater in the fight: of God, and conſe- 
quently will have a greater Punithinent : For every Tranſ- 
greſſron (unleſs done away by Repentance) will have a juſt 
Recompence of Reward, And lo by allowing and doing of 
the ſame and alike Decds, ye are Witnefles unto your ſelves, 
that ye are the Children of them, which Rebelled againſt, 
and Killed King Charles the Firtt 3 whereby allo he became 
utterly uncapable of Recovermyg Ins Kingdom again; yet 
notwithwanding, and for all that the Sin of Depofing and 
Murthering of Kings is never the leſs in the fight and #igh- 
teom judgment of God, tho will render to every one according 
tobis deeds, Aud ſo the Husbandmen in the Geſpel, took 
the Heir, and caſt him out of the Vineyard, and killed him, 
that the Inheritance 'might be theirs. And fo, if his Son 
atoremenioned, had not fied for his Life, when ye violently 
depriv'd andDepos'd him from theInheritance of hisFathersz 
he might have been ſerved by ye in like manner. An high 
way Man doth ſometimes commit the double Sin of 'Mur- 
ther and Robbery together 3 whereby the Party robb'd cath 
neither recover his own, 'nor yet unplead and proſecute 
him at the Law for the ſame. Bur according to the Divine 
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how to deliver the Godly out of Temptations, and to reſerve the 
wnjuſt uito the day of FTudgment to be puniſhed. 2 Per. 2.9. And 
by what is written, But when we are judged, we are chaſtened 
of the Lord, that we ſhould not be condemned with the World. 
1 Cor. 11. 31. Some Mens fine are open beforehand, go- 
ing before to Judgment, and ſome Men they follow after. 
1 Tim. 5. 24. It may be truly gathered and underſtood, 
That where any Perſon or People are not puniſhed for their 
Sins unrepented of in this World ; yet {till their Fadogment 
now of a long time lingreth not, and their Damnation ſlumbereth 
z0t, 2 Pet. 2. 4 So that their Puniſhment will be greater 
in the World to come. And thereupon Azgxſtin ſaith, No- 
thing is ſe uthappy to a Sinner, as fatal Impunity, whereby the 
Stnner 1s noariſhed and ied on towards Hell, go that ye, who 
gre apt to bleſs your ſelves in the Imagination of your 
Heart=, Becarſe Sentence againſt an evil Work ts not executed 
ſpeedily ; therefore the Hearts of the Sons of Men, are fully ſet 
#2 them to doevil; And ye are apt to think as if ye had done 
nothing anu(s, or no evil at all ; becauſe, finc: Things have 
went according as your Hearts could wiſh ; like him who 
prolongeth his Life iz Wickedneſs, and thereupon imagines it 
1s no Wickedneis at all ; or that God proſpers and bleſles 
him init, becauſe of his Health, long Life, and Proſperi- 
Tx: Becauſe ye have prophaned his Crown, by caſting it to 
the Ground ; Thou haſt ſet up the right hand of his Adverſaries, 
thou haſt made all hs Exemies to rejoyce.Thoa haſt alſo turned the 
Edge of his Sword, and haſt not made him ſtand in the Battle. 
Thou haſt cauſed his Glory to ceaſe, and caſt his Throne to the 
ground, thou haſt covered him with ſhame,Pſal.89. And things 
are (o fallen out now, that inall outward probability, and 
humane appearance, he can never recover his Throne again. 
So that thereupon they conclude, that they do' nothing a-

The Tabernacles of Robbers proſper, and 
they that provoke God are ſecure, into whoſe hands God bringeth 
abundantly. Wherefore do the wicked live, become old, yea and 
mighty in Power, Job 21. 7. As the witeman ſaith, {No man 
knoweth love or hatred ty all that 8 before him ; So no Man 


knoweth whether Gol is pleaſed or diipleaſed, whether the.

cd, as there be ſome that would pervert the Goſpel of Chrift. 


Gal. 1. 7. It would not only rake the Aſhes over, but ut- 
terly extinguiſh all the Fire, and even the very Sparks of 
Sedition and War : for it would not only ſtop and ſurceaie 
it for a time, but eftecually and chroughly prevent, thas 
there never ſhould be Sedition or War any more : for then, 


- and not until then, when the Nations ſhail be univerſally 


and conſtantly obedient unto the Goſpel of Chriſt ; They 
hall learn war no more, Ila. 2. 4. 

The ſame Goſpel faith, 7hoſoever ſhall keep the whole Law, 
and yet offend in one Point, he is guilty of all. For he that ſaid, 
Do not commit Adaltery, ſaid alſo, Do not Kill, Now if thou 
commit no Adultery, yet if thou kill, thou art become a Tranſ- 
greſſor of the Law, And {o it may be reaſoned, he that 
{aid, Thou ſhalt not make, nor yet worſhip any graven 
Images, faid allo, Do not foriwear thy fſeif, and do nat 
ſteal. Now if thou doſt not make, nor yet worſhip any 
graven Images ; yet if thou doſt for{wear thy {eif, or ſteal, 
or rob, thou art become a Tranſzreflor of the Law ; for 
it 1s a defpifing that Authority which enacted the whole 
Law ; and it 1s as mich, and equally diſcbedience, and 
thwarting the Will of God in one Inſtance as in twenty. 
And the Wrath of God will at laſt come upon all the Chil- 
dren. of Diſobedience. So that a courſe of outward Wor- 
ſhip, or the keeping the other Commandments of God, or 
a being yet more zealous for ſome of them out of aii ima- 
gination hereby to make Atonement for the other Tranſ- 
grefJion : (all which 18a being partial in the Law, which God 
reproves, and finds fault with in a7. 2. 9. when they 
are for part of the Law, and not the whole) this will not 
entitle them to the favour of God, nor yet help to 
bring them to Heaven, For whoſoever ſhall breah ene of 
theſe leaſt Commandments, and teach Hen ſo, be ſhall be cailc4 
the leaſt in the Kingdom of Heaven, Mat.5.19. Yea by what is 
Immetitely added in the nextVerle, 1t may be truly afhrin-- 
ed, That {uch ſhall never go there, becauic it is not an ex-, 
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eceding the Righteouſneſs of the Scribes and Phariſees, 
which rnleis a an doth he jÞall in no wiſe center into the 
Kingdon of Heaven. - Now as the Scribes and Phariſees did 
make lonz Prayers, and devour Widows Houſes ; fo do others 
atthis day covet fields, and take thens by violence ;- and Houſes, 
and tche them away ; f they oppreſs a Man and his Houſe, 
even a Min and his Heritage, Mich. 2. 2: They covet and | 
take by violence, Kingdoms, Riches, Preferments, and 
Places of Prof ( for the fake of which they tranſgrels ) 
and they opprely the King, and fuch People, who would 
remain Suvject unto him for Conſcience ſake ( which 1s op- 
preſſing 4 man and his Heriiaze) and all this 1s done under 
the Maſque and Pretence of Religion ; altho* herein they 
act contrary to the Rules and Precepts thereof, which 1s 
the direct evii, ant avomnation of hyporrifie. 

\ To concl:1ds this our Teitimony ; as 4Z/es faid unto his 
Generation and Nation ; See, [ have ſet before 30u this day, 
Eife and Good, Death and Evil ; That is, Life and Bleſhing, 
if ye will obey the Voice and Commandment of the Lord ; 
but Death and-Curfing 1f ye do not. So from out of the
